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RECEPTION TO JOHN H. REAGAN | THEY BLAME TILLMAN FOR IT. 


Distinguished Confederate Speaks to 
Tate Springs Guests. 

Tate Springs, September 7.—(Special.)—~ 
A reception to Judge John H. Reagan, of 
Texas, the only surviving member of the 
confederate cabinet; was given Monday 
night by the guests of the Tate Springs 


hotel, among whom are many of his war- | 


time friends, including Senator Pettus, ‘of 
Alabama. The distinguished southern 
statesman, the last of the able advisers 
of Jefferson Davis, was deeply touched 
at the mark of respect paid in his honor 
and his remarks following the introduc- 
tion of Senator Pettus were fraught with 
interest in view of the recent action of 
the Grand Army of the Republic in con- 
demning the histories used in the south. 

“The Grand Army of the Republic,” 
said Judge Reagan, ‘“‘will not be able to 
prevent the south from perpetuating its 
sacred history. When prejudice gives way 
to reason the great truths of the consti- 
tution for which we strove will be made 
clear and some historian will then deal 
impartially with issues yet clouded by 
falsehood.” 

In the course of his remarks, Judze. 
Reagan declared that ff the same issues 
which led to the civil war were again 
before us and if our adherence to them 
meant another war with all its horror 
and bloodshed, the south would be ready 
to stand again to those principles with 
all the vigor of thirty-five years ago. 

The reception to Judge Reagan. was one 
of the distinct successes of the season at 
Tate Springs.

TO CONFER FURTHER HONORS. 


Important Changes in Catholic Prov- 
inces Expected. 
Washington, Sepfembér 7.—There are 
some important’ changes pending among 
the fourteen Catholic provinees of this 
country which it is learned, may be defi- 
nitely announced = after Archbishop 
Keane’s return from Europe. For the first 
time since the vatican council assembled 
at Rome in 1369 the influx of American 
prelates thither has been steady during 
the present year, and it is authoritatively 
stated that Pope Leo is deeply interested 
with the representations which al] of them 
have made concerning their sees. In fact, 
the pope has never met so mapy members 
of the hierarchy from this country dur- 
ing a single year before since his acces- 
sion to the papacy. On this account he 
has been sensibly touched by their proofs 
of devotion to him and it is said intends 
to emphasize his appreciation of their 
loyalty by conferring further religioug fa- 
vors upon the United States. The creation 
of Omaha, Neb., as an archdiocese will be 
officially announced soon, while the indi- 
cations are that there will be further 
foundations of Episcopal sees in Iowa, 
California, New York and Pennsylvania. 
It is understood that Archbishop Riordan, 
of San Francisco, is soon to have a coad- 
jutor bishop. The probable appointee is 
Dr. George Montgomery, of Los Angeles, 
who has been acting head of the St. Louis 
archdiocese during the absence of its in- 
cumpbent, Dr. Keane, in Europe. A num- 
ber of ‘‘monsignors’ or domestic prelates 
of the pope likewise will be appointed in 
various parts of the country soon,

Were Ordered to the Coast When the 
Boxers Began Depredations and 
Traveled Together. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., September 7.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—A missionary marriage, in which 
Rev. William B. King and Dr. Mary Bar- 
row. late of Shantung province. of China, 
were made man and wife, occurred at the 
home of the bride’s parents here. Both 
parties are well known in this section 
for their reputation as mission workers. 
They leave for Savannah, the home of the 
groom, shortly, where they will spend 
their honeymoon. Both will return to 
China after the cessation of hostilities 
and renew the good work in which they 
have been engaged for five years. 

Dr. Barrow is of ihe Methodist Episco- 
pal denomination, while her husband is 
of the Baptist faith, bothing having been 
out by their respective denomina- 

Dr. Barrow was formerly the wife 
Barrow, a devout Christian 
worker. who died four years ago while 
engaged in mission work in China, At 
the beginning of the boxer outbreak both

after the commission of the 
they were ordered to 
the coast bv the superintendent of the 
mission board at Pekin. After traveling 
a distance of 90 miles by water and in 
litters in which they narrowly escaped 
death at the hands of natives no less 
than a score of times, they reached the 
coast. The journey consumed several 
weeks. and »both were greatly fatigued. 
A few hours after their departure from 
the mission station it was burned to 
the ground. Many other depredations 
were committed at the time. Upon reach- 
ing the ccast they were permitted to re- 
turn to America, after a long voyage ar- 
riving at San Francisco several weeks 
ago. The bride came to the home of her 
parents, while the groom went to _ his 
home in Savannah. Through association 
in Christian work and the terrible jour- 
ney from the interior the ties of love be- 
tween the two grew in strength, finding 
a consummation in marriage.

EXPECTS RUSSIA TO YIELD. 


Germany Inclined To Think Czar 
Won’t Withdraw Troops. 

Berlin, September 7.—Evidently the Ger- 
man foreign cffice reckons with the possi- 
bility that Russia will yield to Lhe argu- 
ments of the powers, and wili not with- 
draw her troops from Pekin. Discussing 
this question today}; an ofMeial of the 
foreign office said: 

“Germany does not understand the 
Washington dispatches to mean that the 
United States intends to withdraw their 
troops. As far as Russia is concerned, it 
must be berne in mind that she did not 
put forth her proposition of withdrawal 
as a sine quo non, but only tentatively, 
and for the purposes of discussion.” 

On attention being called to the sharp 
criticisms of Russia's attitude in a sec- 
tion of the Gerrran press, the foreign 
office official remarked: 

“Our press is discussing the question for 
the most part in a wholly amicable spirit, 
and those papers that are attacking Rus- 
sia are pursuing a policy of their own.” 

Emperor William's speech at Stettin to- 


day is here interpreted to mean that his 
Plan of overcoming the present difficuity 
in China will be adopted by the powers. 
This goes to show, as has been claimed 
all. along, that Germany in the China 
matter is following the personal policy of 
the kaiser. A number of leading jcurnals 
condemn such a course as in contraven- 
tion of the constitution of the empire. 
The Gegenwart, a high-class periodical, 
concludes an article, signed ‘‘Apolitikos,”’ 
as follows: 

“Surely. it is high time to determ!ne 
the question whether our politica: life 
can still be justly called constitutfonal. or 
whether we are steering toward abso- 
lutism.” 

From the present instructions of the 
naval department, Germany will make the 
strongest naval demonstration ever made 
at Shanghai,. namely, ten warships with 
3,200 men and 168 guns. Of these vezsels 
four will be large cruisers. four others wi!! 
be somewhat smaller and two wil!l be 
gunboats. 


PORTO RICO’S POPULATION. 


Director of the Island Census Issues 
a Bulletin. 

Washington, September 7.—General San- 
ger, director of the Porto Rican census, 
has just published the third bulletin re- 
lating to the nopulation of the fsland of 
Porto Rico. This deals with the cltizen- 
ship on the basis of literacy, with special 
reference to the effect upon the voting 
population of the educational requirement 
imvosed by the Foraker act. 

The males of voting age number 201,971 
and but 3.8 per cent are of foreign birth. 
Of the white persons of Porto Rican birth 
29.4 per cent can read or write. while 17.2 
per cent of the colored population are il- 
literate. Under the educational quallifica- 
tion the number entitled to vote in the 
island would be 47,978, or 27 per cent of 
native born males of voting age, restrict- 
ing the suffrage to about one-fourth of 
the adult males. 


STRIKE IS ALMOST CERTAIN. 


Pennsylvania Miners Discuss the 
Strike Situation. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., September 7.—Miners’ 
meetings were held in various parts of 
the Wyoming valley tonight and the 
strike situation discussed. In nearly all 
the meetings the sentiment was in fa- 
vor of abiding by the decision of the 
executive board of the United Mine 
Workers, now in session itn Indianapolis. 
Some of the speakers deplored a lockout, 
but said they were willing to stand by 
the majority. The operators are now con- 
vinced that nothing but a miracle can 
prevent a strike and are making prepa- 
rations to hire coal and iron policemen 
to guard their property. 


RAILROAD HELD RESPONSIBLE. 


Coroner’s Jury Completes Investiga- 
tion of Collision, 

Lansdale, Pa., September 7.—The coro- 
ners jury, which has been investigating 
the cause of the wreck on the Philade!l- 
rhia ani Reading railroad, at HatSeid, 
or last Sunday morning, in which thirteen 
persons were killed and over fifty injured 
in a collision between a milk. train and a 
crowded excursion train, today rendered a 
verdict fixing the responsibility upon the 
railroad company, Engineer John Davis 
and Conductor Thomas Shelby, of the col- 
liding excursion train; D. B. Beidler, tele- 
gtaph operator at Souderton, which is 
next to Hatrield, and W. S. Groves, train 
dispatcher in the Reading termina! ste- 
tion at Philadelphia.

UP FOR CONTEMPI 


United States Judge and State 
Officer Clash 


LATTER GOT WORST OF IT 


Judge Swayne Had Ordered Grady 
To Dismiss a Garnishment—Or- 
der Was Not Obeyed and 
Grady Gets Ten Days 
in Jail. 


Birmingham, Ala., September 7.—(Spe- 
cial.)—In the United States district court 
this morning Judge William Grady, jus- 
tice of the peace at Pratt City, was Sen- 
tenced to ten days’ imprisonment in the 
county jail and to pay a fine of $25 and 
costs. The charge upon which he was 
convicted was contempt of court. Judge 
Grady, who is one of the widest known 
citizens in the county, being a leader 
among the miners at Pratt mines and a 
prominent politician, was arrested last 
afternoon and was brought before cvurt 
and placed under bond to appear this 
morning and show cause why he should 
not be punished for contempt in failing to 
vbey an order issued by the federal] court. 
This action grew out of a proceeding in 
bankruptcy. >ome days ago Referee Trim- 
ble issued an order to Grady commanding 
him to shew cause why he should not 
dismiss a certain garnishment. Grady 
failed to notice the order, and another 
Was issued instructing him to dismiss the 
garnishment. He failed to Obey again, 
and then the matter was taken to the dis- 
trict federal court. 

Judge Swayne instructed Grady to dis- 
miss the garnishment, and again the I|at- 
ter refused, An order was next issued 
commanding the Pratt City justice to ap- 
pear Wednesday morning and show cause 
why he should not be punished for con- 
tempt. urady failed to respond te ais 
order, and an attachment was then issued 
for him. He was arrested last afternuon 
apd brought belore ime cuurt and put 
sci Sammie tat wen 
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case (hls merning Juuge Swayne reau a 
Very severe lesson tO Urady, saying that 
Nhe unuersivod tnat he had repeateuly re- 
lused to cbey the reteree in bankruptcy, 
because the iatier had no means of eli- 
forcing his orders. He added that there 
was a common effort in this district to 
beat the Lankrupt law. and that Grady’s 
conduct was disgraceful. The judge add- 
ed that he nad heard that Grady hid 
“damned” the United States court and 
proposed to defy its authority. He .dded 
that a man who would do as Grady had 
done must have been under the influence 
of liquor or something else. He then pro- 
ceeded to impose sentence upon the recal- 
citrant justice of the peace. Grady’s plea 
was that he had not had proper and suffi- 
cient notice.

This dispatch 
made no mention of the military situa- 
tion, and it was inferred that affairs in 
Pekin to remain quiet.

Daggett for gallantry in China, and urged 
that he be made a brigadfer general be- 
fore his retirement—nine years hence.

WANTS AN AMERICAN ESCORT. 


Li Hung Chang Asks for United 
States Soldiers as Body Guard. 
London, September 7.—A_ special dis- 
patch from Shanghai says Li ° Fung 
Chang has made a request for an Ameri- 
can escort to accompany him on his 
journey to Pekin and that United States 
Consul Goodnow is considering hia re- 
quest. Now that a proposal more in con- 
formity with the original American rec- 
ommendation has apparently met with 
the approbation of at least a majority of 
the powers, the British foreign office 
has allowed it to become definitely known 
that the British government is of the 
opinion that it is advisable for the allied 
forces to remain at Pekin until satisfac- 
tory arrangements for peace, etc., are 
concluded with the Chinese government.

LEFTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


As to Cotton. 


Eicitor Constitution—I am just in receipt of 
@ letter from a friend in Texas, and in this 
that the cotton crop of Texas this year will 
be little, if any, more than last year. He 
says: 

“The crops of wheat, oats, corn and cotton 
have all yielded bountifully his year, though 
I don’t think our state will have much larger 
crop of cotton than last year, the two prin- 
cipal reasonsbeing that more wheat was plant- 
ed, general diversification of crops and much 
cotton land was abandoned by farmers gene- 
rally on account of continued heavy rains fn 
the spring and the cotton area abandoned con- 
sisted of the very best and most fertile lands.” 

Now I wish to state that this gentleman 1s 
the same one who last year gave me the cotton 
Sitvation in Texas and his information was 
absoluely correct then and I believe it to be 
80 now. Now as to the Georgia crop of cotton, 


‘I wish to state that I have seen a great por- 


tion of it ani have just returned from a trip 
by private conveyance through the counties of 
Bibb, Crawford, Upson and Taylor,-where I 
went two weeks ago to visit my farm in Upson 
county. It was just after the rain when I 
went up them, and I could see that the plant 
Was reacting with the moisture to some exX- 


tent, but when I returned «n yesterday, pass- 


ing over the same lands, I discovered that the 
sqvares which were cn the plant two weeks 
ag had parched up ond dropped off, leaving 
only the bolls which were there when I first 
saw it. There are flelds after fields which 
have been picked over once which it will not 
pay to pick again, as ths yield would not 
arrount to a bale in ten acres.. They are as 
bare of fruit now as fields vsually are in De- 
cember. The balance of the flelds are now 
being pickee and with the premature opening 
and small bolls and lightly fruited as they 
are, will not yield exceeding a bale to four or 
five acres. This is true of other sections 
through which I have passed in the last two 
morths. It is also my observation that far- 
mera are not to any extent holding back their 
ectton, but are bringing it to market as fast 
as picked and ginned, and the small receipts 
must not be attributed to the fact that cotton 
is being held back by the farmers. Time will 
tell that I am right on this, and when it 
becorhes known then you will see the staple 
jump or rather leap up to 1/2 cents or even 
higher. The farners should not think that the 
prices now will be succeeded by lower prices 
arcther year unless a largely increased acre- 
age is planted another year, for it is a cer- 
tainty that with no surplus to start out on this 
year and the inevitably short crop now to be 
harvested that next September will show a big 
defcit and there will actually be no cotton to 
be had at any price after June or July if the 
colstmption is as great as last year or the 
year before, and who doubts but what it will 
be greater. In my opinion, it will prove a 
wise move in the mills now to buy in at once 
all the cotton they can get at 10 cents and to 
follow it up with I! cents or even 1/2 cents, 
for in a few months it will not be procurable 
even at the last named figure even if the next 
planted crop bids fair to be an average or 
even above an average one. I was talking to 
a mill man here the other day and he told 
me that the eastern buyers wanted to make 
cortracts with his mill six months ahead at 
present prices, but he refused to sell. He 
did not want to carry the raw material so long 
and was afraid if he 111 not it would advance 
and he would lose the sale. Here, then, was 
the eastern buyer anxious to buy six months 
ahead at present prices, believing cotton would 
advance, and here was the southern mill man 
refusing to sell six months ahead, helieving 
prices would advance. Why is it that the mills 
are ghutting down now, say you? Well, 
there is only one reason, although it is not 
the reason they give. The true reason is that 
they are endeavoring to depress the price of 
the raw cotton in order ihat they may scare 
the farmer into selling it at the present prices. 
Suppose they should fail in their attempt and 
the farmer should sit down on his main crop 
and refuse to sell at pre:ent prices, will the 
mills have to remain idle or the farmer suf- 
fcr? That's the question. Who doubts that 
the farmer will win ont in the end. Let 
eastern mills shut down and immediately 
there will rise in our midst, as if by magic, 
factorv after factory, end the south will then 
control the situation, as the southern mills 
have already shown their willingness to aid 
the farmers by paying them more for their 
ecetton than the eastern mills. Last season 
cotton brought more arcund Griffin and other 
cotton factory towns than it did 'n New York, 
and it will be the same and is the same way 
this season. Liverpool and the manufacturing 
corcerns in Europe will not be caught in the 
same trap as they were. last year, but ‘ve will 
soon see them in the market bidding at a 
lively rate for the staple, and there is no tell- 
ing where they will stop. Set your figures for 
12 cents, and when it gets there then ease off 
slowly on your grip. There will never be 
made a crop of cotton exceeding twelve or thir- 
teen million bales, notwithstanding the fact 
of high prices and the increased demand, no 
matter hoav anxious cur farmers may be to 
exceed it, for labor cannot be had with which 
to grow or pick it. This is going to cut quite 
a figyrre in the future as to the size of the crop. 
It is my humble opirion that another year 
on this account will.see.a curtailment of the 
crop. It would indeed be a very unwise farmer 
who weuld prepare to plant a big crop or did 
plant a big crop, expecting to get hands after- 
wards to cultivate it and gather ‘t without 
first engaging his labor. A good many tried 
that this year, and the many uncultivated 
fields and half-cultivated ones are the result. 
Again we have fully demonstrated to ourselved 
the propriety of diversification, and in the 
futvre this feature of farming in ‘he souh 
will be fostered and tmproved, as it places a 
weapon of defense In our hands with which we 
can force the consurrcrs of our cotton to pay 
us living prices :or it.’ Cotton will hereafter 
be a surpius crop with us, as we have been 
taught a valuable ‘esson for which we have 
paid aJmost if not quite to the depletion of our 
purse, that five bales of cotton to the plow 
brirgs us in more’real profit than ten bales 
to the plow. We have gradually persuaded 
the yankee thet cotton not grow epon- 
tareously with us as dces the Canada thistle 
with them, and that all we have to do is to 
go out in the old flelds and rake it in or pay 
a bounty to some one who will devise ways 
and means to keep it from taking possession 
of our lanls. [I believe, however, it would 
have been much better for us if we had had 
half of it destroyed in some way quickly. But 
erovgh said.

HOW CHARLESTON DEFIES 
THE DISPENSARY LAW 


Charleston. S. C., September 7.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—During the state campaign in 
South Carolina which has just recently 
closed all of the talk about the dispen- 
sary law was of the way it had not 
been enforced in Charleston. The story 
of how the law has failed in this city, 
with the many reasons favoring this, 
makes the most interesting feature con- 
nected with the entire liquor system 
as it is managed by state control. in 
one of the speeches made here on the 
stump the solicitor of the circuit, whose 
duty it was to enforee the law so far 


as this related to court prosecutions, said |

course, may have been overdrawn a very 
great deal, although it illustrates the 
feeling of the community. 

Running a blind tiger now is not as 
difficult or as dangerous as it was a few 
years ago. The constabulary force is 
not as active and many things have 
combined to make the traffic more open. 
In many of the places, however, the old 
custom of protecting the tigers against 
the approach of the canstables by 
means of electric wires is still in vogue 
and this has served to protect hundreds 
of dollars’ worth of fine liquors which 
might have been seized had not the 
buzzing wires given notice that the of- 
ficers of the law were aproaching. The 
dealers were always on the alert and 
with the first warning they were able 
to take the stock of goods and get it 
out through secret doors at the rear 
while the constables were battering on 
the doors at the front. 

The business of the tiger is changed 
here wonderfully inasmuch as nearly all 
of the contraband stuff sold comes origi- 
nally from the local dispensaries. This 
does away with the risk of getting the 
liquor shipped. into the city, but it is 
more the case with the smauHer or less 
important establishments than with the 
more important tigers. Under the old 
system the trains and boats arriving at 
Charleston were watched day and night 
and everything in the least ways sus- 
picious was seized and shipped away. 
The smaller dealers have found it more 
profitable to buy from the dispensaries 
outright, and then retail the stuff with 
the water added, and there is a good 
profit in the end. This cannot be done 
in the fashionable tigers, however, for 
the dealers have to cater to a different 
class of trade and the cheaper goods will 
not be accepted. 

The greatest hardship from the ficfir- 
ishing tigers is that the city does not 
derive any revenue from this illegal sale. 
In the saloon days the liquor licenses 
amounted to a big sum, but all of this 
is lost now and there are more open 
bars than ever before, but less returns 
for the city. 

The enforcement of the law consists of 
an occasional raid and the seizure of all 
the liquors found on the place. But 
with good business management the 


| dealers will leave only a small amount 
| of stuff in sight and this is taken, which 
| i8 really the only loss. 


Ten minutes after 
a place has been raided it is open and 
doing business again just as if there 
had not been the least interruption, In 
some cases the ‘officers making the raids 
swear out warrants against the dealers 
and they are bound over te court to 
answer to the charge of violating the 
dispensary law. If the grand jury does 
not throw out all the dispensary bills, 
which is more likely, the petit jury will 
do the trick, and open violators of the 
law are publicly upheld by the courts. 
This makes the dealers brave, and now 
it is @n unwritten law in Charleston that 
dispensary indictments will not stand. 

4 few of the blind tigers in this city 
are elaborately furnished and everybody 
in town Knows what these places are. 
State officers and men engaged in the 
management of the dispensary and in 
the enforcement of the dispensary law 
have been entertained in these establish- 
ments and nothing is heard. It is simply 
recognized as a fact that Charleston is 
unalterably opposed to the dispensary 
law, and any man here is at HMberty to 
violate it at his pleasure and with the 
assurance that the community will stand 
to his back if the matter gets so far as 
the courts. 

By reason of the fact that the law 
cannot be enforced in Charleston strong 
pressure has been brought to bear on 
the legislature to allow local option, but 
there is not much chance that this 
will ever be done. It would give genuine 
satisfaction, for until the bittér pill of 
the dispensary is removed there will 
_ be a healing of the factions in this 
city,

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FIREMEN TO GET GYMNASIUM 


_—- 


Movement Has Been on Foot Some 


Time, 


$380 HAS AUREADY BEEN GIVEN 


When Completed Gymnasium Will 
Cost $800 and Will Be One 
of Best in City. 


One of the most talked of subjects 
among the city’s fire fighters just now is 
erection of the contemplated gym- 
nasium at the corner of Murphy avenue 
and Whitehall street, near No. 7's fire 
engine house, in West End. 

The movement for the erection of this 
gymnasium for the benefit of the fire- 
men of the city has been under way for 
some time, but like everything else the 
firemen do, they have gone quietly to 
work with a silent determination to 
complete the undertaking, and have al- 
ready raised $380. 

All of the men have taken to the 
scheme, including Chief Joyner, who is 
anxious to do everything possible that 


will be of any help to the men under 
him. 

The plan was first proposed by John 
Rozetta. He told several of his com- 
rades of the benefits to be derived from 


_the gymnasium, and soon after W. M. 


Watkins, *“Billy’’ Harralson,. ‘*Tass’’ 
Short and “‘Chic’’ Lagomi&rsino entered 
into the carrying out of the scheme. 

These men have devoted much of their 
spare time and their off days to plans, 
the raising of funds, and the stens nec- 
essary to secure the land on which to 
erect the gymnasium. 

The property belongs to the city, and Is 
at present lying idle. It is a large lot, 
well suited to the needs of the firemen. 

Their plan:is to erect a building of 
weather boards, and transom glass, thir- 
ty-five feet wide by ninety feet long. In 
the center of this building they will 
have a pool twelve feet wide and thir- 
ty-five feet long. Around the edges will 
be all the latest gymnasium appliances, 
such as a bowling alley, horizontal bars, 
trapeze, and stands filled with dumb- 
bells and indian clubs. 

The amount necessary to carry out the 
plans of the firemen is about $800. As 
stated, they already have $380 of this 
amount and a great deal more is prom- 
ised. Many citizens have expressed their 
intention of subscribing liberally. 

W. R. Bigers, a well-Known architect, 
presented the firemen with a set of plans 
for the gymnasium free of charge. He 
figured the cost of the building and all 
appliances very carefully and is con- 
fident $800 will cover all expenses. 

The gymnasium could not be erected 
at the headquarters down town for lack 
of space, and as West End is out in the 
open where they will have plenty of 
fresh air, it was decided to build it there. 

Chief Joyner has expressed himself 
heartily in favor of the erection of the 
gymnasium. He told the men he real- 
ized thoroughly the good it would do 
them, and encouraged them to push it to 
a successful issue.

SIXTEEN-YEAR-OLD I.AD 
RETURNS FROM MANILA 


Rufus Asbury. of 8% Howell street, six- 
teen years of age, returned to the city 
last night after an absence of over a 
year, during which jtime he crossed the 
American continent, and traveled with 
the Twenty-ninth regiment to the far 
away Philippines, where he was an at- 
tendant for Lievftenant Farwell, D com- 
pany, Twenty-ninth regiment. 

The vouth reached the city at 9 o'clock 
last night from Birmingham, dusty and 
travel worn from eshis long journey, He 
was formerly a route carrier for The 
Constitution, and later a messenger boy 
in the employ: of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company. 

He came immediately to The Constitu- 
tion office. where he was congratulated 
by his former associates and told them 
of his travels and experiences on his long 
trip. 

When he left Atlanta Rufus+was only 
fifteen vears of age. He had a desire to 
travel, and he was too young, the 
army refused to enlist him. He applied 
to some of the officers and expressed 
such an intense destre to accompany them 
on their long journey that they finally 
arranged to carry him along as an ad- 
junct to the regiment. 

When the Twenty-ninth left Atlanta 
last year young Asbury left with them. 
They arrived safely in San Francisco, 
where the remained for a week when 
all embarked for the Philippines. 

As the lad climbed aboard the transport 
Zealandia, which was to take them on 
their long voyage to the foreign land, 
he says he felt a pang of homesickness 
steal over him. But the fascination for 
travel overcame the desire to return to 
his home in Atlanta, and he suppressed 
the blue Aeeling. 

For thirty days and nights they were 
on the water, the lad swinging in his 
hammock beside the soldiers during the 
night or performing the duties imposed 
upon him during the day. 

On the way across a woman stowaway 
was found aboard the ship... She was 
dressed in men's clothing and had every 
appearance of being a handsome iad. 
When found she _ stoutly maintained 
that she was 4 man. Later she acknowi- 
edged her sex and said she was the rep- 
resentative of a San Francisco newspa- 
per. She was allowed to go on deck and 
was treated with all courtesy. 

Young Asbury was stationed in Ma- 
nila with the Twenty-ninth. At times 
he would accompany the _ soldiers on 
marches through the country. He fared 
just as they did, sleeping in the barracks 
and eating at the same mess. 

The soldiers all suffered severely"from 
chills and fever when they first arrived 
in Manila, and some few of them died. 
Others pulled through, however, and were 
never troubled after the first attack 

Asbury was sick for a month shortly 
after his arrival on the island. He says 
he received the best attention, and the 
women nurses, in the Red Cross Society, 
did all thev could to relHeve his and his 
comrades’ suffering. He remained in the 
Philippines almost six months, 

He satied from Manila on April 15th 
last aboard the transport Thomas and 
reached San Francisco a month later. He 
remained in that city several weeks and 
then went north over the Canadian Pa- 
cific railroad to Ogden, Utah, thence to 
Cheyenne, to Omaha, to Kansas City,.to 
St. Louis, to Cairo, UL, south to Bir. 
mingham. From thére he ¢ direct to 
Atlanta. 

The boy will be sixteen years old next 
October. He is fair, and slight of build. 
His features are refined and he has every 
appearance of the boy who is able to 
care for himself under any circum- 
stances. 

“After leaving The Constitution office he 
went direct home to see,his parents. He 
had written to them from Ogden that 
he was on his way home, but they had 
no idea when he would reach the city. 

“Yes, sir, I'm mighty glad to get back 
home. To travel around the country is 
mighty nice, but a chap likes his home 
best after all. I must leave you now, as 
I want to see my people.” 

While the lad was in the office the office 
boys crowded around him and listened 
with wonder as he told of his travels,

VERDICT IN WILL CASE 


Superior Court Jury Declares That 
Document Propounded Was Not 
the Last Will of: the Aged 
Negress, Mattie 
Adams. 


At last a jury has been found in the 
superior court that failed to hang fire 
on a verdict in the Mattie Adams will 
case. 

About 6 o'clock yesterday evening the 
jury impaneled to try this now cele 
brated case decided that the document 
propounded fn the ordinary’s office was 
not the will of the old negress, Mattie 
Adams. The jury found for the caveatrix, 
the second Mattie Adams, who claimed to 
be the niece of the dead woman. 

No such case as the Adams case has 
been tried in Fulton county for many 
vears. Twice have mistrials been declared 
and there have been other incidents in 
connection with the case that have been 
instrumental in placing it in a class all 
bv itself. 

The most urfique incident of the entire 
history of the case developed several days 
ago when it was put upon trial for the 
third time. The caveatrix, who figured 
as the defendant in the present case, was 
represented by Messrs. Abbott, Cox & 
Abbott and Arnold & Arnold. One of 
the attorneys who has been chiefly iden- 
tifled with the various triais of the case 
is Samuel K. Abbott, junior member of 
the law firm of which his mather, Colonel 
B. F. Abbott. is senior member. 

Attorney Was “Sprinkled.” 

Last Thursday morning Attorney Ab- 
bott was ascending the steps of the court- 
house with a bundle of legal papers un- 
der his arm when an aged and withered 
negress stepped out from an angle in the 
wall and hobbled up behind him. 

Thrusting her wrinkled and claw-like 
hand into her pecket she drew forth a 
handful of white, powdery stuff and, 
speaking some unintelligible words, sprin- 
kled it upon the shoulders and back of the 
young attorney. fearing the noise be- 
hind him Attorney Abbott turned and 
asked the old woman if she wanted to 
speak to him. She turned on her heel 
and walked away without replying, 

An old negro who stays about 
courthouse and who witnessed the odéc 
proceedings, informed the attorney that 
he had been ‘‘conjured.”’ The explana- 
tion of the affair. as far as this man 
could say, was that the old woman either 
aid or did not wish him to win the case 
and had sought to put a magic spell upon 
him. 

“TT am not superstitious,” said Mr. Ab- 
bott. as he sat in the courtroom awaiting 
the return of the jury, “‘but just at this 
moment I feel some anxiety to know if 
that old woman did ‘cunjur’ me to such 
aa extent that the jury will take it into 
their heads to decide against me.”’ 

Mystery Only Thickens. 

Shortly after he had related the ad- 
venture the jury announced that it had 
prepared a verdict. It was in favor of 
Attornev Abbott's client and it is now 
up to the eld woman to say whether or 
not her “‘charm’’ was favorable to Mr. 
Abbott's sfe of the case. 

When the case first came up for trial 
in the superior court Judge Lumpkin de 
clared it a mistrial because it was 
charged that one of the jurors, T. J. 
Penn. had been tampered with. Detec- 
tives David 8. Looney and William A. 
Bradley were both sentenced to serve 
fwenty days each in the Tower for con- 
tempt for their alleged part in the tam- 
pering process. 

Detective Looney is now serving his sen- 
tence. having recently returned to Atlan- 
ta. giving himself up to the authorities. 
Bradley fied the jurisdiction of the court 
the day before he was indicted by the 
grand jury on the charge of embracery, 
and has never been heard of since. 

T. J. Penn, the juror in the case, is 
now in the Tower awaiting the time when 
Looney will be placed on trial before 
Judge John 8S. Candler, charged with em- 
pracery. He will be the state’s chief wit- 
ness. and it was to prevent his leaving 
the county that the court ordeted that he 
remain in confinement until Looney’s 
trial. Penn has already served his sen- 
tence of twenty days for contempt, 


History of the Case. 


The Mattie Adams Will case is in itseif 
an unusually interesting one. It first 
came to the notice of the public when 
a document purporting to be the will of 
the old Adams woman was propounded in 
the ordinary’s court. By this ‘will Lizzie 
Reed who had lived with Mattle Adams, 
was made the principal béneficiary. 

Mattie Adams, who declared she was 
the niece of the dead woman, filed a 
caveat to this will and alleged it was not 
that of her aunt. By consent of all con- 
cerned the case was taken to the superior 
court. On the first trial the judge de- 
clared a mistrial and on the second trial 
the jury, after remaining out a night and 
day, came into court and acknowledged 
that they were unable to determine 
whether the will was that of the Adams 
woman or. not. 

In consequence of this there was noth- 
ing to do but declare another mistrial, 
and there the case rested until it was 
again called up from the docket on 
Wednesday afternoon and put upon its 
third trial. The entire day Thursday and 
yesterday were consumed with the trial, 
the case going to the jury about 6:30 
o'clock. In-half an hour’the verdict was 
returned. 

Old Mattie Adams, at the time of her 
death. was the owner of a piece of prop- 
erty on Auburn avenue measuring 200 by 
9) feet. There was a house on the land 
and the entire estate was valued at about 
$4.000. The niece in her petition to the 
eourt. in which she sought to break the 
will filed in the ordinary’s office, charged 
that her aunt, at the time this will was 
alleged to have been made, was not con- 
scious of what she was doing.

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NEW SCHOOLS FOR 
COUNTY CHILDREN 


Preparations Being Made for the Reg- 
ular Fall Term. 


TWO SCHOOLS NOW BUILT 


Expected That Attendance This Year 
Will Exceed 4,000, 


PRIVATE SCHOOLS TO OPEN MONDAY 


Superintendent Brittain Says Effort 
Will Be Made To Accommodate 
All Who Apply for Seats.

When the regular fall term in the 
county public schools opens, abcut No- 
vember 12th, there will be three new 
schoolhouses ready to accommodate a 
large number of pupils who are expecied 
to apply for admission in certain school 
districts, 

One scnoool at Sandy Springs, which cost 
$2,500, has just been completed, while an- 
Other at Rosserville, costing $600, is ex- 
pected to be finished in the course of the 
next week or so. A third schoolhouse is 
to be erected on tHe Roswell road, about 
ten miles from the city. 

Superintendent M. lu Brittain, of the 
county school system, will, on next Wed- 
nesday, select the site for this new school 
and work on it will begin immediately so 
that it may be completed some time be- 
fore the regular term opens. 

Next Monday morning about half the 
schools in the county will be opened as 
private schools, the teachers being paid, 
not by the county, but by the paresits of 
the attending pupils. These private 
schools will not be under the direction 
of the beard of county sechovl commis- 
sioners, although the teachers will be the 
ones regularly appointed by that board. 

These schools will be operated for some 
weeks, and will close before the fall 
term begins. -There are now twenty-seven 
White and ten negro public scheols in 
Fulton county. These necessitate the em- 
ployment of forty white and fifteen negro 
instructors, ‘all of whom are under the 
direction of County Superintendent M. L. 
Brittain. 

It is expected that there will be more 
than 4,000 siudents attending the: county 
common schools this year. Of this num- 
ber it is estimated that one-third wi.: 
negro children, 

Superintendent Brittain stated ; 

Gay that the prospect for a profitable 
year {in the county schools was excellent. 
He States that from the way applications 
for seats have been made there is every 
reason to believe that the attendance this 
year will break all records. Every effort 
is being made to accommodate al! the 
chiliren who apply for seats.

He asked a friend to go with him, and 
the friend accompanied him a few miles

Last night the police heard that Stein- 
heimer, or a man answering his descrip- 
tion, was in Birmingham and acting as 
if he was crazy. 

Steinheimer told his acquaintances that 
he had had trouble in _ his family, 
and that death was preferable to living. 

Two years ago he had a saloon on De- 
caffir street, between Butler street and 
Piedmont avenue, and he appeared to be 
doing well. 

One of his children died two years ago, 
and since then he has not been him- 
self. 

Those who saw him in the saloon and 
heard his threats of suicide believe he 
meant what he said. 

If the man seen in Birmingham, and 
who was acting as if he was crazed, is 
Steinheimer, his friends are at a loss to 
know how he reached that city, as he 
left on a train going in an opposite di- 
rection. 

Mrs. Steinheimer is much distressed 
over her husband’s’ strange conduct. 
There has been nothing in his family af- 
fairs which could have induced him to 
kill himself. 

It is believed he is deranged, and he 
may have carried out his threat of selif- 
destruction.

Manchester, Eng., September 7.—At a meet- 
ing of the cotton spinners here today it was 
decided. practically unanimously not to pur- 
chase American spot cotton during the month 
of September.

that the decision will lead to the closure 
of scores of mills for several weeks. Only three 
menufacturers opposed the resolution, ang 
their objection was that it was not strong 
enough and that it should bind the trade 
to stop the consumption of cotton and not 
merely to stop purchasing it. The meeting was 
private, but it was ascertained that during 
the discussions there was sharp criticism of 
the Liverpool speculators who, it was de- 
clared, made the crisis worse by gambling. 
Eventually the meeting adjourned until Sep- 
tember 2/st, when the situation will be again 
considered.

New York. September 7.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s

‘Volume of business does not materially en- 
large at the east, and there is only moderate 
improvement at the west and south but if 
expectations of greater activity when politics 
ceases to disturb are realized current opera- 
tions will be found to have laid a substantial 
foundation. The most important event of the 
week in the industrial world was the agree- 
ment on the tin plate wage scale with the 
Amalgamated Association granting about 8 
per cent advance to 35,000 hands long idle. 
Other metal workers’ disputes are nearing 
settlement, while the Borden purchase of 500,- 

pieces of print cloths at 2%c clears up 
the Fall River market and is believed to pre- 
clude serious wage differences there. The final 
decision of the dissatisfied anthracite miners 
as to a strike will be reached today. If a 
strike is decided upon it is Ilkely to involve 
only a portion of the anthracite interests anil 
the producers are well prepared, as produc- 
tion in August was 619,000 tons over last 
year and coal has been moving to market for 
two weeks very heavily. 

‘‘Prices of grain are little altered, good crop 
reports coming in freely,. but the effect is 
being neutralized by a foreign estimate of a 
world’s crop below requirements. Wheat stocks 
carried over were ample to meet the discrep- 
ancy, and traders do not seem able to ad- 
vance prices more than 5c over last year 
for wheat and 6c for corn. This difference is 
apparently satisfactory to growers, as 7,430,- 
372 bushels of wheat were received at inte- 
rior cities in the first week of September, 
against 5,945,697 last year. Exports from 
Atlantic ports amounted to 1,902,540 bushels 
wheat, flour included, against 2,900,960 a 
year ago. 

‘The Atlantic shipments of corn made 
better comparison than in recent weeks—2,923,- 
079 bushels, against 3,051,569 last year. 

‘Cotton is strong in the face of a larger 
yleld than expected. 

‘‘Business in steel products steadily increases, 
and mills are more actively employed. Oc- 
tober 3d is mentioned as the probable date of 
a general resumptipn. It is significant that 
shipyards on the lakes and the Pacific coast 
are full of orders for eight months or more. As 
to pig iron the outlook is no better. In spite of 
a decrease in production to 231.778 tons week- 
ly, according to The Iron Age, furnace stocks 
have increased to 594,218 tons, a gain of 
89.877 tons during August, but the increase 
in demand was not noteworthy until August 
15th. Railroads have refused to make reduc- 
tion in freight rates, which it was hoped would 
increase exports. Bessemer pig and gray forge 
further declined $1 per ton at Pittsburg, al- 
though no change is, reported at other points. 

“Copper continues firm with electrolytic 
higher at 16%c bid, and tin advanced moder- 
ately. 

“Last week's shipments of boots and shocs 
from Boston were only 70,345 cases, against 
71.277 in the previous week, and for the year 
thus far the decrease compared with 1899 has 
amounted to 254,315 cases. 

“Sales of wool at the three chief eastern 
markets declined to 2,833,500 pounds, against 
4.234,700 in the previous week.and 9,225,200 
last year. The dullness was not accompanied 
by any pronounced weakness, although Coats 
Bros.’ circular for September Ist made the 
average price 20%c for 190 grades, against 
20%c a month earlier. In the woolen goods 
market there is a rather deceptive appearance 
of greater activity. The bulk of the business 
is in new lines recentiy put out as substitutes 
for standard goods and at lower prices.

New York, September 7.—It is questionable 
whether English spinners, who have contracted 
largely ahead, can do so, by spinning wind, and 
not cotton.

Last:season, until 
Jarvary, English spinners were sure of IIl,- 
000.COO bales and allowed the continent and 
Anerica to secure all the cheap cotton, as 
eventually they had to pay much higher prices. 
Their action today may be meant that Amer- 
ica and the continent will repeat their action 
of last autumn while later Great Britain may 
come trailing along with the market 2 to 3c 
higher than nok.

SUCCESS ONLY MODERATE 


Missouri Pacific Was Favorite and 
Scored a Sharp Advance—Steel 
Stocks Quiet and Irregular. 
Sugar Moved Nar- 
rowly. 


New York, September 7.—Today’s stock mar- 
ket was exclusively in professional hands. 
Although it was but a narrow affair it show- 
ed evidence of some operations of rather 
larger scope than have been seen during the 
summer, reflecting in all probability the re- 
sumptionyof activity by some of the influen- 
tial traders who have been away for the sum- 
mer. Efforts by a bull clique were in evidence, 
but they met with only moderate - success. 
Their method seems to be to pass from one 
stock to another on successive days, seeking 
some appearance of continulty In the move- 
ment by manipulating stocks in which the 
interests are allied or which are mutually af- 
fected by some development of conditions. ‘To- 
day Missouri Pacific was the favorite at an 
extreme advance from the low point of 1I%%, 
with dealings on quite a large scale. The at- 
tempt was made to make this seem a logical 
sequence of yesterday’s movement in the South- 
ern Railway stocks, and St. Louls Southwest- 
ern preferred was bought in on talk of close 
relations with Mis i Pacific and of benefit 
from the prevailing h price of cotton. Mean- 
time the Southe Railway stocks, Chesa- 
peake and Ohio and Southern Pacific, and 
other stocks which had been under manipula- 
tion earlier in the week, were held back by 
profit taking. The fears of a strike of an- 
thracite miners was a depressing factor and 
Reading first preferred, Delaware and Hudson 
and New Jersey Central were off from |! to 
1% during the day. Liquidation in the coal- 
er was’ not large, however. London was 8 
seller in this market, owing to uneasiness on 
account of the anthracite situation, and to 
firmer money rates in London.

PROCLAMATION—State of Georgia, 
Executive Office, Atlanta.—Submitting 
constitutional] amendment regarding pen- 
sions for the widows of confederate sol- 
diers to a vote of the people at the next 
general election. 

Whereas, the general assembly of 1899 

assed by a constitutional majority the 
ollowing act, to-wit: 

“An act to amend section 1, article 7, 
paragraph 1, of the constitution of Geor- 
gia, so as to extend the provisions of 
said section, article and paragraph to the 
widows of confederate soldiers, who, by 
reason of age and poverty, or infirmity 
and poverty, or blindness and poverty, are 
unable to provide a living for themselves, 
and for other purposes.’’ 

Section 1. Be is enacted by the general 
assembly of Georgia, and it is hereby en- 
acted by authority of the same, that sec- 
tion 1. article 7, paragraph 1, of the con- 
stitution of Georgia be, and the same is 
hereby amended by inserting after the 
word “service’’ in the 13th line, the fol- 
lowing words: “‘or who, by reason of age 
and peverty, or infirmity and poverty, or 
blindness and poverty are unable to earn 
a living for themselves,” so that said 
section. when so amended, will read as 
follows, to-wit: “To supply the soldiers 
who lost a limb, or limbs in the military 
service of the confederate states, with 
substantial drtificial limbs, during life; 
and to make suitable provisions for such 
confederate! soldiers as may have been 
otherwise disabled or permanently injured 
in such service: or who by reason of 
age arid poyerty, or infirmity and pov- 
erty or blindness and poverty, are unable 
to provide a living for themselves, and 
for the widows or such confederate sol- 
diers as may have died in the service of 
the confederate states, or since, from 
wounds received therein, or disease con- 
tracted in the service, or who, by rea- 
son of age and poverty, or infirmity and 
poverty or blindness and poverty, are 
unable to provide a living for themselves; 
provided that the act shall only apply to 
such widows as were married at the time 
of such service, and have remained un- 
married since the death of such soldier 
husband.” 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, that if 
this amendment shall be agreed to by two- 
thirds of the members of the general 
assembly, of each house, the same shall 
be entered on their journals with the 
yeas and nays taken thereon, and the 
governor shall cause the amendment to 
be published in one or more of the news- 
papers in each congressional district for 
two months immediately preceding the 
next general election, and the same shall 
be sebmitted to the people at the next 
general election, and the voters thereat 
shall have written or printed on their 
tickets. ‘“‘For ratification of section l, 
art&le 7, paragraph 1, of the constitution 
of this state.”” or ‘Against ratification of 
section 1, article 7, paragraph 1, of the 
constitution of this state’’ as they may 
choose: and if a majurity of the electors 
qualified to vote for members of the next 
genera] assembly, voting, shall vote in fa- 
vor of ratification, then said amendment 
shal] become a part of said article 7, 
secticn 1, paragraph 1, of the constitution 
of this state. and the governor shall make 
proclamation thereof. 

Section 3 repeals contieting laws. Ap- 
proved December 21, 1899. 

Now. therefore, I, Allen D. Candler, 
governor of said state, do issue this, my 
proclamation hereby declaring that the 
foregoing proposed amendment of the con- 
stitution is hereby submitted, for ratifi- 
cation or rejection, to the voters of this 
state, at the general election to be held 
on Wednesday, October 3, 1900, as provid- 
ed in said act. :

Continuing, Mrs. VanDyke states that 
in December, 1898, she and her daughter 
in law undertook to use and enjoy this 
property.

As a result of the trial he Was sen- 
tenced *o pay a fine of $100 and custs. He 
applied for and obtained a writ of cer- 
tiorari to the rior court from this 
judgment, and on the hearing the petition 
for certiorari was sustained. The judg- 
ment of the recorder’s court was set aside 
June 25th, last. 

It is allered that while this 
torari was pending, the city, through iis 
authorized officers, served Mr. VanDyKe 
with another summons to appear before 
the recoraer on the same charge as be- 
fore, and was threatened, it is declared, 
with arrest each day thereafter until the 
fence was removed. 

“Under this illegal prosecution,” 
the petition, ‘‘he removed the fence.” 


Was Not Legally Worked. 

She claims that no public street was 
ever laid out, defined or worked legaily 
by the city through this land, and asserts 
she never -consented to such proceedings, 
nor authorized any one to do so fcr her.

She deciares that even were the stry@t 
laid out and worked, it would bs of hv 
public utility, because it commMences at 
Gordon street and runs south about 1,50v 
feet along the right of way of the Cen- 
trail railroad to a fence or house on a 
high embankment, and there ends. fhe 
petition says the strip does not connect 
any other street. 

Further, she says that, by reason of the 
city’s claim, she is unable to dispose of 
this property, and is consequently dam- 
aged. She puts the amount of the dam- 
ages at $1,000, and asks to be awarded 
this sum. fhe als» asks that the city be 
restrained from further interfering with 
her uSe of this strip of land until her 
rights can be adjudicated and settled ac-
